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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In Ihe course of the administration of the Delhi Rent Control Act, 
1958 it has been found that the Act contains certain lacunae, specially 
in regard to the provisions in respect of the recovery of possession 
by the landlords of the premises. This Bill seeks to fill in these 
lacunae and remedy certain other defects and bring it in line with 
the Rent Control Acts of other States.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Considered in the light of the basic principle of equality before 
law enjoined by the Constitution, the protection given to the Rulers 
of former Indian States by section 87B of the Code of Civil Proce- 
dure, 1908, is discriminatory. In a recent Judgement (Shri Narottam 
Kishore Deb Vurma and others versus the Union of India and an¬ 
other) , the Supreme Court have observed that while for dealings 
and transactions prior to the 26th January, 1950, protection might 
justifiably be given to the Rulers of former Indian States, it would 
seem odd that section 87B of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, should 
be allowed to operate for all time to come. It seems, therefore,

desirable to restrict the operation of this section only to the past 
transactions of the Rulers of former Indian States so that the ano¬ 
maly of the distinction between them and the rest of the citizens 1* 
iioi perpetuated.

Bill No. VI of 1964 

A Bill further in amend the Representation of the People Act, 1951. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Representation of the People 
(Amendment) Act, 1964. 

2. In the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (hereinafter 43 0 f 
referred to as the principal Act), sections 76, 77 and 78 shall be 
omitted. 

3. In section 123 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in clause (1), in the Eocplanation, the words “but it does 
not include the payment of any expenses bona fide incurred at, 
or for the purpose of, any election and duly entered in the 
account of election expenses referred to in section 78” shall be 
omitted; and 

( b) clause (6) shall be omitted. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Experience during the last three general elections has shown 
that in several cases the election expenses filed by candidates do not 
reflect the true state of expenses incurred by them on their elections. 

The law as it exists at present, in this behalf seems to be not capable 
of effectual compliance. The proposed amending Bill, therefore, 
seeks to delete the provisions in the Representation of People Act, 

1951, regarding the filing of election expenses.
